eral, interested members of the com- 
munity became aware that additional 
mpiiey was ayailabie for the park and 
fo'r'tfed the Precita Park Committee. ' ' 
In order to get maximum cpmmuriity in- 
voiyement the committee held an elec- 
tion in June f 1974 to establish 
priorities for the park improvement. 

Some 200 people voted and decided 
'that landscaping and shrubbery were 
the^ highestv i)riprity items followed 
by new play, structures. 

Shortly thereafter members of the 
park committee drew up -an overall de- 
sign and built a scale model of. the 
play structure. ■ By Dec. \ 1974, after 
a series of meetings with officials - 
from the Park and Recreation Dept.' 
and Bureau of Engineers, nothing 
had happened. 

In January^of 1975 Ken Schubert 
and Frank Burns became co-chairper- 
sons -of the Precita Park Committee 
and -fchrbughout the Spring and Sum- 
mer repeatedly met with city offi- 
cials vainly attempting to get action 
on the pafk. During' this period, the 
committee was informed that a new 
sprinkler system had to be installed 
put of the money allocated for park 
improvments. Also the plans for the 
project given t.o the community lead- 
ers by the city continually excluded 
the voter-approved priority items. 

In November, 1975 the committee 
met mth Uean Macris of the City 
Planning Dept. and explained the bud- 
get dilemna. Mr. Macris was sympa- 
thetic, and met with city officials. 
Subseqjiifentlyv money was made available 
(, i . Comt^naed' 'Ori 'P^fefe^ 2)'- - . .

Streets are dirty with resident- 
deposited filth. Why should we wait 
for the city to provide another 
$17,000 a year streetsweeper? Would 
it hurt to clean our own sidewalks 
and streets once In a while?

for the entire project, including 
those items planned by the conmunity. 

Actual work on the park began in 
May and, except for a three week de- 
lay due to a mistake by the Water De- 
partment, is proceeding as scheduled; 

Improvements in the park other 
than the new sprinkler system include 
a serpentine play ramp of wood, a 12 
'foot spiral slide, a 16 foot wavy 
slide, an eight foot straight slide 
and a wooden sand box for the play 
area. Landscaping improvements are 
as follows: reseeding both ends of 
the park; planting numerous shrubs, 
plants and trees. The park will, also 
receive. 13 benches, some with game 
tables, new trash containers and two 
concrete walkways. 

Funds for the work came from four 
sources, the Office of Community De- 
velopment,. HUD Open Space Fund, city 
budget money and the Bank of America 
Park Adoption Program. 

The Precita Park Committee, along 
with many others, supported the pro- 
ject and participated in the struggle 
to improve Precita Park. They all 
deserve recognition for a job well 
done. The two people who managed the 
entire project for the last two years 
are Frank Burns and Ken Schubert. 

It is obvious by this example of 
perseverance that the San Francisco 
city government can be made respon- 
sive to the needs of the community.. 
Thanks to the efforts o£ these neigh- 
bors, Precita Park will soon be fini- 
shed and ready for use by everyone.

ZONING REVISION ^ ' [ '~ 

On May 20 the City Planning Dept.^ 
established new zoning for the city. 
It is now the law and will remain so 
while the Planning Commission holds 
hearings. After" taking public testi- 
mony, the Commission will adopt a ' 
final zoning ordinance and pass it on 
to the Board of Supervisors for con- 
sideration. ' 

The new zoning consists of new dis- 
trict definitions and names, and new 
maps. The maps for Bernal Hgts. are 
very similar to the old ones. But 
where zoning on a house was R-1, it 
is now RH-1; and where" a flat was R-2j 
it is RH-2. The new RH district 
rules are more restrictive than the 
old and are designed to protect fam- 
ily housing and insure that new con- 
struction is compatable with exist- 
ing structures.
